Japs Say Internal Trouble 


Causing Red Chinese ‘Retreat

TOKYO, March 20—Japanese as well as American observers here 


recently have been busily trying to assess the meaning of the long 


Chinese retreat toward the 38th Parallel in Korea and one tentative 
conclusion reached by Japanese experts is that the internal troubles 


of the Mao Tze-tung Government, both inside and outside,the Chi- 


nese Communist party are now making their effect felt on the bat- 


tlefield. 

This theory is not precisely that 
reached by the United Nations 
High Command which has con- 
sistently insisted that the Chinese 
and North Koreans still maintain 
a large offensive potential, both 
in Korea itself and north of the 
Manchurian frontier. The military 
opinions more generally are that 
the Chinese are withdrawing in 
order to shorten their over-ex- 
tended lines of communication 
and break contact, if possible, 
with Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way’s pursuing forces in order 
to stage an eventual counter-of- 
fenSive of their own, as indicated 
by Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

Some Japanese, however, with 
long experience of Chinese strat 
egy—both: Communist and Na 
tionalist—and the traditional Chi- 
nese mixing of war and politics, 
are inclined to feel otherwise. 


Their contention is as follows: 
First, the Chinese embarked on 
intervention in Korea—possibly 
at Russian instigation—hoping for 
a quick and comparatively easy 
victory which theg have now 


before they had truly stabilf&ed 
their base at home. 
Second, conditions within China, 
restive at the start of the in- 
tervention movement, have wor- 
sened considerably, partially be- 
cause of the popular resistance 
to some Communist measures and 
partly because of the very lack 
of a Korean triumph which the 
people had been led to expect. 
Third, these Japanese experts 
say, there is a considerable meas- 
ure of hard boiled realization in 
Chinese government circles that

OPS Renews. Appeal to Customers 
For Reports on Ceiling Evasions 


A renewed appeal for customer aid in stamping out chiseling 
and evasion went out Tuesday from the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization here. 

OPS Regional Director George D. Patterson, Jr.. said his 
office is being flooded with complaints of price hikes. 

“But too often,” he added, “the complainant neglects to give 
the necessary details. Our enforcement staff is still limited 
but when we get all the data we generally can do something 
about it—and do it quick.” 

Patterson asked that anyone believing illegal price hikes 
have been foisted upon him to communicate quickly with the 
nearest OPS office. He cautioned that the report be sure to 
include the precise name of the product, the seller, the price, 
the date sold and why there appears to be a violation. 

The OPS has Georgia offices at Atlanta and Savannah. The 
OPS also extended the deadline for the filing of “price charts” 
by retailers handling most consumer goods to April 30:

Eisenhower appointed Britain's 
Field Marshal Viscount Montgom- 
ery as deputy commander of the 
Atlantic Pact army Tuesday and 
assigned eight other top-flight of- 
ficers—including two U. S. Air 
Force generals—to major field 
commands in the defense of 
Western Europe. 

Another Briton, Air Chief Mar- 
shal Sir Hugh Saunders, was 
designated Eisenhower's air dep- 
uty, making him in effect chief 
of the combined air forces of the 
Atlantic Pact powers. 

NAVAL POST OPEN 

The job of Atlantic naval chief, 
which had been reported ear- 
marked for America’s Adm. Wil- 
liam M. Fechteler, was left open. 
A spokesman at Eisenhower's 
SHAPE headquarters denied, how- 
ever, that Fechteler’s appoint- 
ment had been shelved because’ 
of British opposition. 

French. Gen. Alphonse Juin was'| ‘ 
appointed commander of ground 
forces in the vital central defense 
area, including France, Western 
Germany and the lowland nations. 
U. S. Lt. Gen. Lauris K. Norstad 
Was appointed central air chief. 

British Adm. Sir Patrick Brind, 
now the Royal Navy’s command- 
er in chief in the Far East, was 
appointed commander of Allied 
forces in Northern Europe. A 
SHAPE announcement said an 
Italian general would be chosen 
later to command the southern 
sector of the Allied front. 

AIR CHIEF 

French Vice Adm, Robert Jau- 
jard was appointed chief of naval 
forces in the central sector. 

Maj. Gen. Robert K. Taylor, of 
the U. S. Air Force, was appoint- 
ed northern air chief. 

The ground command in North- 
ern Europe was divided along 
national lines. Danish Lt. Gen. 
Ebbe Goertz will command Al- 
lied forces in Denmark, and Lt. 
Gen. Wilhelm von Tangen-Han- 
steen, Norwegian chief of staff, 
will command in Norway.

The public will want to know why a 
three per cent sales tax makes necessarv a 
00 per cent increase in transit fares in the 
event zone fares are not established in the 
Atlanta area.

A Banner Year 
For Education 


This ought to go down as a banner year 
for education in Georgia. 

Besides a tentative budget providing up 
to almost $100,000,000 for school opera- 
‘tions, the State School Building Authority, 
also authorized by the recent General As- 
sembly, already has started functioning 
and expects to be ready to award construc- 
tion contracts as soon. as the program 
legally goes into effect on July 1. 

It may well prove as beneficial to the 
cause of education as the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program. Georgia’s need for bet- 
ter, adequately equipped school buildings 
is acute. But State revenue, even with the 
new sales tax becoming effective April 1, 
is not sufficient to take care of those needs. 
Actually, officials estimate minimum build- 
ing needs at $180,600,000. 

The Authority plan will provide those 
buildings without capital outlay by the 
taxpayers. Revenue certificates, of the 
sort issued by the University Building Au-. 
thority, the Ports Authority and other such 
quasi-State corporations, will provide the 
capital. Amortization will come over a 
long period with small payments from 
normal operating expenses. 

It is as nearly a painless method of fi- 
nancing as can be devised. Moreover, it 
provides immediate relief for a situation

Into the Home 


NEW YORK-—lIf television achieved nothing 
else in its lifetime up till now it has tured a lot 
of Americans of their illusions about the 

“glamor” of gangdom. If I were a George Raft, Humphrey Bogart, 
Eddie Robinson or Jack Larue I’d ask my movie studio to look 
around for some different roles for me. Because what the people 
have seen on their TV screens during the New York hearings of 
of the Kefauver Committee has made countless customers recoil 
in horror and disgust from what they once considered a pictur- 
esque modern prototype of Robin Hood. 


This is not to state unequivocally that every witness called by 
the committee is or was a thug. But enough perfumed scum 
came to and departed from the chair to give a great many illu- 
sioned crime-story enthusiasts a more sober outlook on crime and 
its practitioners. 


The face of evil haunted the living rooms along the coaxial 
cables, bringing home dramatically this oft-repeated and written 
truism: that the influence of vicious end pitiless men has spread 
like a cancerous growth through the healthy morality of a great 
nation, 


We have heard a man testify that he, as a political 
leader, felt it was “necessary” to get Frank Costello’s 
nod of approval before the nomination of a Democratic candidate 
for mayor of New York City. In effect, he was saying that Cos- 
tello, jailed once for gun-toting and a confessed bootlegger and 
gambler on a large scale, was more important than a vast array 
of decent, law-abiding voters exercising the priceless right and 
privilege of the secret ballot.

A Local Problem, First and Last 7 


WASHINGTON—Many speeches are made, by politicians and others, about the 
rights of state and local governments and the need to preserve them, Rights carry 


responsibilities. 


How local government, in so many cases, has failed in its respon- 


sibility to cope with an elemental danger to the community and its families. 
namely crime, gangsterism and racketeering—is being revealed by Sen. Estes « 


a ss 
represents an abdication of rights. 


Kefauver (Dem., Tenn.) and his special Senate Investigating Committee. That 
Bringing that out is one result of the Kefauver inquiry which, 


in its long-time effect, can be very valuable if people and their local governments are aroused by 


it and follow it up. ; 
It is quite a commentary on our city an 


local governments, when you consider it, that it 
took a committee representing the Federal Gov- 
ernment, a Senatorial committee, to disclose to 
the people what was going on in their own 
localities and how their own officials were fail- 
ing to prutect them. 


The Kefauver Committee got into this 
investigation on the basis of an apparent 
national network of crime, a syedicate oper- 
ation that reached across State Ynes, and 
some such tie-up has been indicated by the 


inquiry. 


But while the Federal Government can put 
the finger on some of the bigger operators and 
“nut them away” on income tax charges or 
through deportation, and thus put a check on 
some of the more glaring evils at least tempo- 
rarily, the long-time, day-by-day job is obviously 
one that only local communities themselves can 
do. Policing must begin at the bottom in local 
government. 

When the Kefauver Committee story got back 
there it revealed lineups between crime and poli- 
ticians. That, in the first instance, gives suffer- 
ance to local gangsters anc, in the end, permits 
them to grow strong and extend their operations 
to other apathetic communities where they can 
make the same sort of alliances; thus they be- 
come so entrenched, so well-heeled financially, 
that the ring can throw its resources at any 
weak salient where its power is threatened. 

If the Kefauver Committee can make head- 
way in breaking up present nation-wide opera- 
tions it will have performed a notable service. 
For that reason the investigation should go on, 
whether by the present committee or by some 
sort of special commission. The whole conspiracy 
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should be laid bare now, while there is oppor- 
tunity. 

But that will only begin the real job. For 
new crime operators can spring up and rebuild 
their power unless they are stopped at the source 
in local communities by strong local government 
that is not beholden in any manner to criminal 
bosses. _In this task people of the community 
have their responsibility to clean up local govern- 
ment and root out political-crime alliances. That 
means the ballot box and elections and an alert 
citizenry. 

It is ironical that the chief -reliance in clean- 
ing up gangsterism still is the roundabout route 
of the Federal income tax, just as it was over 20 
years ago when the Al Capone Chicago area 
finally was rounded up by that device. State 
and local governments then sat by, supinely, 
though there was open to them the direct method 
of prosecution for plain murder—wholesale it 
was, too—and other crimes of which the power- 
ful geng was guilty. It was a complete break- 
down and surrender by local government. 


From what the Kefauver Committee has 
revealed about the new empire of crime and 
gangsterism, that condition still exists today 
in some of our great cities. 


Elmer L. Irey, chief of the Intelligence Unit 
of the Treasury who directed the intricate and 
tireless Fetieral operation that finally brought the 
Capone gang to bay through the income tax, 
ultimately became a national hero, as did some 
of his aides, when the story finally came out. 
Estes Kefauver has become even more of a hero 
today. . |

explained in an earlier letter, the Marines on the left were to sweep north and east. 

The 7th Division, on the right, was to sweep north and west. In the center, the 
2nd Division, with whom I am living at the moment, was to drive straight north, through great cold, 
snow and mountains where there are no roads. The idea was that the Second was to hold shut the 
bottom of the bag, while the 7th Division and the Marines closed tight the top. 


The trouble was that a premature thaw hit 
just as we jumped off. Ice broke in the rivers 
and great floes came riding down on the crest 
of freshets that smashed bridges, washed away 
roads, and sent mountain slopers roaring down 
in avalanches. 

The result was that the foot-soldiers of the 
23rd Regiment, toiling over the roadless moun- 
tains in the center, walking, getting their sup- 
plies by air and by Korean pack bearers, pushed 
up through the center faster than the Marines 
and the 7th Division could sweep in from the 
flanks. 


Air observers bring word of Chinese 
pouring north, across the neck of the pro- 
posed bag, into safe country to the north. 


So the news varies from hour to hour. First 
the reports indicate all the Reds have fled—then 
the ROKs, our Koreans, report that many 
thousands are still in the pocket and can be 
trapped. We have had a full day of sun now, 
and the roads are drying somewhat. Maybe to- 
day, up on the lateral road, we'll catch them. If 
we do, it should be a great turkey shoot. If not— 
it was a good try anyway. 

The little pincers movement is important to 
us here, but in the big picture, it’s merely a part 
of a drive all the way across the peninsula—a 
slow, grinding push to the north all along the 
line. 

Where it will stop, nobody knows here. Ev- 


erybody seems to feel that once we reach the 
38th, we'll sit there awhile, giving the diplo- 
mats a chance to talk. Of one thing I am sure— 
the troops in Korea are no longer afraid of being 
overwhelmed by massed Chinese. 

Once we reach the 38th and take up positions 
there, they can pour in by thousands and mul- 
tiple thousands, and we will kill them, by air and 
with artillery and rifles and machine guns. It 
is a far different Army fighting here now than 
the one which I saw fighting here in the Summer. 
These guys are tough and savvy and hard to 
panic. 

My own personal operations have been con- 
fined to long jeep rides up to the 23rd, whose 
First and Third Battalions made the great walk 
over the mountains. The troops of last Summer 
could not have made that march. They could not 
climb the hills like goats and still have wind 
left to fight. 


But the long months of battling uphill 
and down have toughened them. They are no 
longer road-bound. They can fight in the 
hills and the ravines like the best of the 
tough Koreans and Chinese. 


That’s the first big difference I’ve noted out 
here. They’ve learned how to fight this guerrilla 
war and they’ve become physically fit to fight it. 

Maybe if I keep trailing along after them 
wherever they go, I'll get in pretty good shape 
myself.

What They Need Is Credit 


KINGSLAND, Ga.—It has been hard for the average piney woods farmer down 
this way to accept the fact that good grasses and good cattle pay better than poor 
cattle and poor grasses. Naturally. For generations it has been the practice for 
farmers to accumulate a herd of piney woods cattle, brand them with a family 
mark registered at the court house and then turn them loose to get their living. 
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of Many of them lived and some of them died, but is seemed a pretty good prop- 


osition when all one had to do was round the cattle up in the Fall, sift out the ones for sale and re- 
lease the others back into the woods. But the public lands became less public as pine trees became 
valuable. The stockmen woke up to find the various woodlands being fenced or posted. They found 
that other farmers had moved in and were fencing and that water for the stock was getting hard to 
find and that cattle were becoming so valuable it was foolhardy to leave them at the mercy of the 


rustlers. 

The truth came home to the cattlemen that 
they would do better with better cattle and with 
good grasses and quite a few of them are now 
experimenting with both. 


This whole piney woods area has already 
accepted the fact that the pine tree is truly 
valuable. In fact, the pulpwood industry 
affects and surrounds and includes almost 
everyone in the area. The intelligent have 
learned and the others are learning that pro- 
tected trees do better than unprotected trees. 


From this to protected pastures is not too 
great a distance. It is still hard to believe that 
pastures should be fertilized but there are enough 
experimenters scattered about the area to con- 
vince those who have the inclination to see the 
truth that good seed, proper fertilization, and 
weed-control, pay off in pounds of livestock 
raised per acre or per area. 

A piney woods pasture will produce 85 to 
115 pounds of beef while a wellhandled pasture 
will produce above 300 poynds of beef per acre. 
And the folks are learning that the better animals 
bring more at the auction sales. 

Down here the limiting factor is credit, as it 
is in other sections of Georgia. It takes a good- 
sized bankroll to buy land, convert it to pastures, 
fence and fertilize it, stock it with livestock and 
carry the investment until the produce of the 
brood stock arrives at the salable age. 

' Many good, hard-working farmers have gone 
@ long way in this direction, but need the final 


boost in credit to put them on top of their busi- 
ness. A livestock and land lending organization 
set up to furnish credit over long periods at 
reasonable interest rates would send this whole 
area up into the really high brackets of business 
success. 


They have the climate, the water, the grasses 
and the markets.

Dr. John Percy Dyer, a Mississippian who describes himself as a “now-and-then, 
off-and-on-Georgian,” has written two scholarly, highly readable biographies of 
Confederate heroes and he looks on a bundle of old letters as a prospector looks 
on gold nuggets. In fact, one of the disappointments of his career came when he 


finished the tremendously successful “Gallant Hood,” story of Gen. John B. Hood, and learned that 
Wilbur Kurtz in Atlanta had a whole stack of letters containing a day-by-day account of the 


general’s convalescence. 


“I followed Hood up until the time he was 
wounded,” he recounted with a touch of bitter- 
ness. “And I picked him up again in Atlanta. 
But there was about a month in there when I 
couldn't find out to save my life what was hap- 
pening to him. After I had finished the book 


I ran into Wilbur Kurtz at a meeting and he 
produced a bundle of letters written by a young 
woman in whose home Hood was being nursed. 
They contained the exact information I needed 
« « « Only too late!” 


Wilbur Kurtz, Dr. Dyer says, is a man with 
what amounts to the Midas touch for a historian. 
Practically everything Kurtz touches turns to in- 
teresting and valuable historical information. 
And he can always direct the researcher to good 
source material. He was invaluable to Dr. Dyer 
in the Battle of Atlanta portions of his earlier 
work, “Fighting Joe Wheeler.” 


But to get back to those letters, the things 
which GIs are writing their family and friends 
from Korea today will be the best material for 
the books which will be written about the Korean 
campaign, Dr. Dyer maintains, and he would like 
to see them scientifically preserved. When you 
can persuade yourself to part with the letters, at 
some future date when the author is home safe 
and sound again, why not ask the State De- 
partment of Archives to take them over and 
catalog and file them? 


Dr. Dyer, who came to Atlanta to address 
Women of the Oil Industry the other day, 
teaches history at Tulane University and di- 
rects Tulane’s University College Center of 
Adult Education in New Orleans. Writing about 
the Confederacy has led ‘him into more adven- 
tures than most college professors are privileged 
to enjoy. The prevalent idea that long-dead 
heroes were as dull and lifeless as the dust on 
their graves somehow never occurred to Percy 
Dyer, even when he was a child in New Albany, 
Mississippi. 

“You see,” he says in a tone that seems to ex- 
plain everything, “I was fortunate. My grand- 
father fought with Forrest.” 


Grandfather John Dyer never tired of telling 
of Gen. Nathan Bedford Forrest and his grand- 
son never tired of listening. Forrest’s glory as a 
cavalryman instead of being dimmed has been 
enhanced by Dr. Dyer’s years of research and 
reading on the Civil War. (He refuses to call 
it the War Between the States because, “No 
matter what the U. D. C. says, it WAS a Civil 
War!”) Forrest is to him the greatest soldier of 


all time—and Lee “the greatest American.” 
Hood was colorful and fun to write about but 
Wheeler, an intense little man Lee rated with 
Forrest, “wasn't a particularly exciting charac- 
ter.” 


Dr. Dyer has a book on “The Welfare State” 
coming up next and after that he wants to get 
back to the Confederacy in a book which is 
bound to dispel many fond illusions that Grand- 
pa fought in “a gentleman’s war.” The title of 
that book will be “The Quarreling Confederates” 
and Dr. Dyer expects to show that wrangling 
among leaders, even petty social jealousies, con- 
tributed to the defeat of the Confederacy.

Let the Case 
Become History 


No one familiar with the issues raised by 
Alger Hiss in his petition to the Supreme Court 
for a review of his conviction for perjury will 
be surprised that the court refused to take the 
case. The Supreme Court does not sit as a general 
court of appeals. It ordinarily takes cases on pe- 
tition for certiorari only if they involve the con- 
struction of an important Federal statute, a con- 
stitutional issue, a conflict between the Federal 
appellate courts or a gross miscarriage of justice. 


No such issue could be found in the petition 
submitted on behalf of Alger Hiss. The Supreme 
Court merely followed its routine procedure in 
cases of this sort in letting the unanimous de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals for the Second 
Circuit stand. 


At the time of Alger Hiss’ conviction we ex- 
pressed the opinion that he had had a fair trial. 
We also expressed the hope that the case would 
be reviewed by a higher court and that the de- 
cision would be accepted as final. 


Now the last word has been spoken. Alger 
Hiss must go to prison for five years for the 
crime of perjury about a still more infamous 
crime—the passing of Government secrets to a 
Communist agent. We.think the courts are en- 
titled to great credit for the restrained and ob- 
jective manner in which they have handled this 
very difficult case. Let it now be consigned to 
history.

Next to the parents them- 
selves, teachers do more to 
mould the future lives of boys 
and girls than any other indi- 
viduals outside the immediate 
families. 

Their influence, their duty and 
their work extend far beyond the 
classroom and nine times out of 
ten they are on an accelerated 
24-hour schedule. 

Mrs, Ivella K. Mills, director 
of Field Service for the Georgia 
Educational «Association, gave 
some “inside information” Tues- 
day as final plans for the GEA 
convention were being made. 


“A lot of people think all 
a teacher has to do is to cor- 
rect examination papers,” she 
said. “But that is a mere drop 
in the bucket when it comes 
to actual work. Throuchout 
the state, interviews at sched- 
uled times between teachers 
and parents are the means of 
ironing out problems between 
a child’s adjustment in the 
home and in the school. When 
one considers that a_ child 
spends almost half of his or 
her day under a teacher’s su- 
pervision it stands to reason 
that these interviews are im- 
portant.” 


Mrs. Mills also pointed out 
that teachers are often on stag- 
gered hours in order that they 
can see to it that children are 
put on the right bus to get home. 
This, of course means the regular 
school bus. 


School plays, club’ work, 
sports, coaching lessons and PTA 
work also finds teachers taking 
an active role in the front line 
as well as behind the scenes. 
Plays often find teachers them- 
selves doing the dramatic coach- 
ing, planning the costumes, or 
serving as directors. Teachers 
as well as parents set the pace 
for PTA meetings. 

Pupils who go in for the 
various athletic events at school, 
must maintain a certain scho- 
lastic average. But is it the 
parents who give the coaching 
lessons? No, it’s the teachers. 
Again it’s the teachers who hold 
classes outside regular school 
hours for those pupils who are 
backward. 


“Teachers serve as sponsors 
for all the various clubs in 
the schools,” said Mrs. Mills, 
“and for that reason they. be- 
come a part of the every day 
life of the students with 
whom they are associated. In 
order te do this, teachers, not 
only have to be on their toes 
in regard to their classroom 


work, but must have a knowl- :
